War Dominating Our Economy

To point to the obvious, this country, in company with most 
of the allegedly civilized world, is living on a war economy. 
Today’s tremendous national income and ‘‘prosperity’’ is to a 
very great extent the direct result of wars—past, present, and 
potential. 

‘*One year after Korea, the U. S. finds itself well along the 
road to the garrison state,’’ said Business Week in one of its 
June issues. ‘Military buying now is the biggest single force 
in the economy. 


“Between June, 1950, and this June, deliveries of military 
goods have doubled, In the coming year, they are due to double 
again. Toward the end of 1952, or possibly the first quarter of 
1953, they will reach the maximum demanded by present mobili- 
zation plans. By then the U. S. will be channeling 20 per cent 
of its national output into defense and defense-supporting pro- 
duction.” 


The effects of rearmament vary greatly from industry to in- 
dustry, yet in some fields military orders are taking most of the 
output now and in time may take virtually all of it. 


However, few think that severe civilian shortages will de- 
velop, save in a few specialized lines, unless a big war comes 
along. The belief is that American productivity can handle the 
defense load and the normal civilian load at the same time. 
Many kinds of goods are actually in surplus supply now, as the 
recent price wars in New York and other cities demonstrated. 
Those wars were largely the consequence of excessively large 
inventories—consumer buying hadn't been as great as had been 
anticipated. So, when the supreme court knocked the Fair Trade 
laws on the head, dealers began unloading at prices people 
would pay. 

At any rate, the sad fact is that war is again dominating our 
whole economy. Military buying is now running at the rate of 


$26, 000,000,000 a year. It will rise swiftly and sharply.

This united effort influenced the 
regime to increase the pay of 
government employees 30 per cent 
and to reimpose controls that re- 
duced the prices of fish, potatoes 
and other commodities, 


‘‘Land of Despair 
And Death’’ 

Of course, the communists stuck 
their finger in the pie and boasted 
that they had sparked the strike, a 
claim rejected by impartial wit- 
nesses. But there is no doubt 
Stalin’s trouble-makers exploited 
the orderly protest movement. In 
Barcelona they carried banners 
inscribed; ‘This is but the begin- 
ing.’’ They flooded mails denounc- 
ing ‘*Butcher Franco for the starva- 
tion and ruin to which he has 
doomed al] Spain.’’ 

Dolores Ibarruri, secretary of the 
communist party and fiercest of 
female Reds, in her official report 
stated, ‘*The struggle, which began 
as a Campaign against hunger, de- 
veloped into a predominantly politi- 
tical struggle against Francoism 
and its American patrons, It was 
a vivid expression of the people’s 
protest against American penetra- 
tion (and against Franco) who, in 
the service of American warmong- 
ers, is to turn our country into a 
land of despair and death,’’ 


News of the recent deal, by 
which Washington receives stra- 
tegic bases in return for economic 
aid, activates the sharply con- 
flicting opinions of Americans re- 
garding Franco, 


Some consider him a devout, 
well-intentioned ruler, striving 
against heavy odds to build a 
nation previously wrecked by 


communism in the civil war, 


Others loathe his type of totali- 
tarianism and fear that if we shore 
him up, he will deny the Spanish 
masses the greater freedomrecent 
events were forcing him to grant. 
Stung by this loss, they argue, the 
people, in the event of war, will 
revolt, destroy our bases and side 
with Russia. 

But Washington, cognizant of all 
feels that 
the bases are of such importance 
to our global defense system that 
we must take a chance.
